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Considerable interest has been mani 
fested in recent years over the prob 
able advantages, to be derived from 
consolidated schools, Careful observ 
ers of rural education conditions are 
fenerally convinced that consolidation 
is the ultimate solution of wany of the 


more serious problems of rural educa- 
tion, As pointed ott in our last week’s 
issue there are about 80 such schools 
in Ontario now and they are all giving 
satisfaction. The need for consolida- 
tion in many portions of the country 
is obvious. Over 1000 schools have an 
average attendance of ten or fewer. 
To maintain school buildings in such 
cases and pay salaries to teachers on 
the present scale is a very serious tax. 
Besides, from an educational stand- 
point the results are always inferior to 
those obtained in larger schools. The 
consolidated school has done much to

West Hastings by-election. The speech

neuralgia and its treatment. ; 
IT may say at the outset. that it is 
impossible to accurately diagnose the 
eause of a complaint of this kind by 
correspondence. Neuralgia is not of 
itself a disease; it is a symptom. One 
can only guess at the cause and sug- 
gest certain things that need -to be 
given consideration, For instance, I 
don’t know whether there is\a focus, of 
infection somewhere that is’ poisoning 
the system and causing pains through- 
out the body, which the patient eom- 
plains of, and deseribes as neuralgia. 
Then again, the trouble may be caused 
by an anaemic condition of the blood. 
In fact, neuralgia is sometimes de- 
scribed as “the call of the nerves for 
better blood,”’ and in many cases that 
is exactly what is wrong, but there) 
may be other causes, such as a growth | 
somewhere irritating a nerve or series 
of nerves, and we must not forget! 
the well-known complaint usually de- 
scribed as sciatica. There may be) 
many other causes than these for neur-| 
algia, but I have just mentioned these 
few examples to show how difficult itl 
is to tell a person who writes a letter

No fire is, 
of course, visible among the embers 
in the bright light and so they infer- 
that the camp-fire lias burned itself 
out.

Soon the Ierning breeze arises and 
fans the dyingfwember into flame. 
Hours may pass before the yolume of 
smoke has become sufficicatly large 
to attract the attention of the rangers 
and the fire is well under way before _ 
any attempt to exinguish it can be 
made, 

The only safe way to enjoy a camp-~ 
fire is to build it on rock surfaces, or 
clear soll, such ag sand and gravel, at 
a considerable distance away from 
any moss or forest earth and near the 
water edge, in a sheltered spot where, 
| the wind cannot scatter sparks, and 
_ then it is always wise as a precaution- 
ary meausre to have a full pail of 
water standing by. 

Cigarettes and cigars are enemies 
of the forest; they have already des- 
troyed timber to the value of millions, 
It is not safe to throw away any. 
cigarette butts. What then? A man 
can’t swallow them! Why, crush them 
on a rock, or better still, never have 
any to dispose of. A pipe is the only 
proper means of smoking in the woods, — 
and then only when the bowl has a per- 
forated cover. As for matches, a real 
woodsinan always crumbles the after- 
glow between his fingers. Then he 
knows the fire is dead. 


The Careless Settler. 


The settler who is burning tree tops, 
brush, and old stumps is another seri- — 
ous offender who through over-confi- 
dence has destroyed many hundreds 
of square miles of beautiful forest. The 
great Miramichi fire of 1825, which 
burned over 6,000 square miles of pri- 
meyal white pine forest and took toll 
of 200 lives, and the fire at Haileybury 
in 1923, were started from small brush 
fires in clearing land. As long as the 
settler can confine his small firings to — 
open clearings there is not much dan- 


ger, but when the wind rises and the 


sparks are scattered, then the danger 
begins. Old stumps and roots will 
burn for many days and while ignited 
are a source of constant danger. 


' The protection of our forests from 
fire requires constant watchfulness, a 


higher degree of public intelligence 
and appreciation of the forest value, 
and the utmost conscientiousness and 
good-will on the part of those who fre- 
quent the forests. The national loss in 
beautiful timber is now incalculable 
and unless the citizens of Canada af- — 
ford better protection our national for- 
| est resources will be irretrievably 
lost and our play-grounds converted 
to barren deserts.

The 
Manitoba stone is, however, at the 
present time being shipped as far east 
as Quebec City, where it is being used 
for a chureh interior, and these de- 
yelopments would seem to augur for 
the domestic product a greater utili- 
zation in the future as their relatively 
high quality comes to be more general- 
ly known. : 

The quarries from which this stone 

is being shipped are situated about 
thirty miles north-east of Winnipeg 
near the stations of Garson and Tyn- 
dall on the Lac du Bonnet branch of 
the C.P.R., being connected with this 
line by spurs. At the chief centre, 
near Garson, three large quarries are 
in operation and a number of smaller 
quarries or undeveloped prospects oc- 
cur in the’ immediate neighborhood. 
This is the most important source of 
building stone in the Western pro- 
ynees. To the trade the stone is 
known as Garson or Tyndall stone and 
at more distant points it is. sometimes 
termed Winnipeg stone. It is a soft 
limestone with a characteristic mot- 
tling in dark colors. Two types are 
recognized—a buff variety and a blue 
variety. Both can be quarried in large 
blocks and are capable of being dress- 
ed and carved with ease. 
Previously this stone was extensive- 
ly used in the construction of the-more 
important buildings in Western Cana- 
da and even in Hastern Ontario: Some 
of the more’ important erections in 
which it has been utilized are the 
Parliament Buildiygs at Winnipeg and 
Regina, the Law Courts at Winnipeg, 
and other buildings in the Manitoba 
capital city as well as Fort William, 
Sault Ste. Marie, and Toronto, Ont. 
For the first time it is being used in 
Quebec in preference to imported 
stone, continuing its widening of the 
scope of its utilization.
